3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The closest cited art— U.S. Pat. Nos. 6,673,250; 6,461,520; 5,324,423; and 5,230,792— fail 
to anticipate or render obvious, alone or in any proper combination, the step of heating up the 
gas of the UV light source by a heat-generating element arranged outside of the UV light 
source — in combination with all the other limitations in the method of claim 1 . The 
aforementioned closed cited art also fails to disclose the heat generating element for heating 
up the gas of the light that is arranged outside the UV light source—in combination with all 
the other limitations of claim 5. In the aforementioned prior art, starting circuits cause the 
filaments inside the UV light source to heat up the gas before activating light up of the UV 
light source. 

• The WO 96/33 135 mentioned in the specification has been cited on the attached form 892. 

• It was agreed that claim 4 would be amended to correct for problems of indefiniteness.
